This the compiler was aware of, 
and deems such a mode of address to be correct in a 
Bishop f or in any other person of superior rank to a Dean ; 
but he conceives — ^with due submission to the corre- 
spondent who has favored him with his remarks — that 
where the party is of infsrior rank, the style of " Reve- 
rend Sir** should be used, as being more I'espectful than 
that of *' Mr. Dean,** and, he believes, eoually correct.

A list of all the EngUsh subjects who are 
members of the several British and Foreign 
Orders, would far exceed our limits ; however, 
as it is considered a mark of respect to place 
the initials of the Order after the name of the 
possessor, in the superscription of letters, a list 
of the abbreviations in use will probably prove 
serviceable. 

It may be necessary to premise, that no Bri- 
tish subject is allowed to wear the insignia of 
any Foreign Order, without first obtaining Her 
Majesty's permission, and having the same duly 
registered at the Heralds' Office ; and, that no 
permission granted subsequent to March, 1813, 
authorizes the assumption of any Style, Rank, 
Precedence, or Privilege appertaining to that of 
a Knight Bachelor of the United Kingdom of 
Great Britain and Ireland.

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ORDERS of KNIGHTHOOD, continued. 



Orders appeared also in the London Giasette of 
December 6, 1823 : — 

" 1st. That no British subject shall accept a 
Foreign Order, or wear its Insignia, without 
having previously obtained a warrant under 
the Royal Sign Manual, (directed to the Earl 
Marshal of England,) granting him His 
Majesty's permission to accept and wear the 
same. — 2nd. That the intention of a Foreign 
Sovereign to decorate a British subject with 
the Insignia of such Order shall be notified to 
His Msjesty's Principal Secretary of State for 
Foreign AfEairs, either through the King's 
Minister abroad, or through the accredited 
Minister of the Foreign Sovereign resident at 
this Court.

" N.B. Before the Principal Secretary of State
